2. We therefore feel it necessary that no action be taken concerning 
the case of Mr. Gogo until discussions have taken place between/ '' 

and "^It is our earnest hope that these discussions will 

lead to an amicable resolution of the incident and that no further head- 
quarters concern need be expended, either in Washington or in London. 

3 In the event that[_ Jand/ _Jare unable to reach an 

agreement in this matter, we suggest tEat the question then be referred to 
a higher level FIEND/VALUABLE meeting which we hope can be arranged 
later in the summer and at which we hope to discuss a number of matters, 
including those items proposed by London as part of the agenda for the 
8 June meeting which was cancelled. 

4. If it should unfortunately prove unavoidable to handle the Gogo 
matter on a showdown basis as demanded by the BK, rather than on a basis 
of mutual adjustment and conciliation, we feel that it would also become un- 
avoidable that other problems which have been festering in NCFA be brought 
before the NCFA executive committee to be handled on a comparable basis. 
We strongly feel, however, that this would be equally unfortunate and that 
all outstanding problems should be handled by conciliation. We further feel 
that it is absolutely essential to the success of this activity that the British 
and Americans present a united front to the NCFA as a whole. 
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5. We hold no brief for Mr. Gogo personally and do not pre- judge him 
one way or the other. Nor do we feel prepared at this point to support 
either his retention or removal from his present position. We do not, 
however, consider Mr. Ihsan Toptani to be an acceptable replacement.

1. It is requested that you pass the following points to/ 
your early convenience; 


A. With regard to the return o ff i to his post 

it is our feeling that in view of our urgent need for his 
services in the field he should return without further^ delay and 
without pas siqg through London. We would recall that,'" 
return j ! fas postponed once already, at some inconvenience, 

with a view to^holding him here for the proposed FI END/VALUABLE 
meeting in Washington, which was subsequently cancelled. Mr. Lieb 
was able to make reservations on the Andrea Doria , leaving New York 
at noon on 3 June and we do not wish to delay his return to his post, 
where the situation among the emigre politicians is such that his 
presence is urgently required. We remain ready to discuss the Gogo 
incident on either the Washing£pn-LondQjj level or the Rome Liaison 
•level, but we see no need fori lo proceed to London before 

returning to Rome. 


B. We propose that, upon his return! ~7take no 

action with respect to the charges levellScf at Mr. Gaqi Gogo until 
such time as he has reached full agreement with,-' JIf at 

the time it appears that those charges are sufficiently sdraous to 
warrant taking action against Gogo, we propose, partly in the 
interest of fair play but even more with a view to clearing up what 
appears to be a very unwholesome situation in the NCFA in particular 
and the Albanian emigration in general, that certain other matters 
also be referred to the Executive Committee for decision, matters 
involving the irregular and unauthorized activities of other members 
of the NCFA. 


C. In the event thatf^ land ^ ire unable to reach 

agreement on the handling “oT - the Crogo problem, we’’ suggest that the 
question be referred to a high-level FIEND/VALUABLE meeting which 
we hope can be arranged later in the summer and at which we hope to 
discuss a number of important matters.

Since this matter appeared to be one which could 
best be handled on the level of our Rome liaison— especially since 
any action which might be taken would have to be on the basis of an 
Executive Committee decision rather than on the strength of a 
unilateral HemnnH w .one of the component elements of the NCFA— we

D. When, on 22 May, we were advised (IN 26937) that London 
considered this matter sufficiently important to warrant handling

sible date to discuss this and other matters relating to the NCFA. 

E. Upon receipt of London agreement to such a meeting (26 May, 

IN 27738) we immediately cancelled^ (reservations in order 

to hold him over until the conferences were Completed c. 12 June. 

F. It was, therefore, with some surprise that (28 May) we 
learned that the meeting was not to be held after all, (IN 28543) 
on the grounds that "discussions concerning a single operation by 

a case officer did not warrant such extended travel"— since we under- 
stood (IN 28034 and IN 26937) that both£^ \ and 
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/ _Jfelt the situation serious enough to warrant 

'handling on the Washington-London level and since we had agreed 
(IN 260l(l and OUT 63188) to a British-proposed agenda involving 
a variety of other matters of mutual interest. 


G. While we do not overlook the fact that Gaqi Gogo appears 
to have become involved in activities not appropriate to his 
position as Executive Secretary, we deplore the statement of the 

BK, a single element of the NCFA, that "they cannot accept Mr. G. Gogh 
to act any more as administrative secretary of the NCFA", although 
we agree that they have every right to refer the matter to the 
Executive Committee for decision and we are quite prepared to support 
them in seeing that they have the opportunity to raise the matter in 
that Committee at the earliest possible moment. 

H. By the same tokerj, we take exception to the unilateral BK 

demands (as reported by|^ that Gogo accept dismissal, 

vacate his flat, or turn over his archives — all this in the apparent 
absence of any reference to the Executive Committee, and contrary to 
assurances given toP vefore his departure. The BK threat 

not to accept any decision tffilch the Executive Committee may take 
would seen to be a further example of an attitude which appears 
hardly compatible with usual democratic processes.
